1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Claims 1 and 10 necessarily require, inter alia, the following: 

1) the pre-purchased software to be installed during manufacture (see the limitations 
in lines 4-6 of claim 1 and lines 4-6 of claim 10), 

2) the "corresponding file" (claim 1, line 26; claim 10, line 26) to be generated prior 
to the user selecting the WBI icon and containing a list of the pre-purchased software as 
well as a list of other software not pre-purchased, 

3) the system ID being determined during manufacture, and 

4) the system ID being automatically transferred to the Internet boot facility (i.e, , a 
secure web page). 

The prior art of record fails to expressly teach or fairly suggest these required features in 
combination with the remaining booting, selecting, payment, and downloading features recited in 
claims 1 and 10.
